Besides testing designs and veri- 
dams serve another purpose in test- 
ing new ideas. One of the models 
now In operation is testing a new 
type of water gate which automati- 
cally limits the water flow by ad- 
justing itself in accordance with the 
pressure on it. There are still a few 
Gifficulties to be ironed: out but it’s 
expected that this’gate will soon be 
operating properly. . 

Only A Part 

All the work done in this lab is 
only a small part of the whole 
scheme of things, After the plans 
have been completed, the engineers 
have to build the dams and then the 
hydro has to set up a cross-country 
network of transmission lines, One 
project alone: may ‘take three or 
four years from the time the pre- 
liminary survey-is made’ for the 
mocel to the time when the wires 
are all up. Then, with one finger 
you flick the- switch and the light 
goes on. |

Physicists Investigate Radar. 
Theories in Atom Resegrel 


London, Ont, — (CUP) — Two 
University of Western Ontario 
physicians hope to assist cancer 
treatment and research by” apply- 
ing radar theories to the study of 
the nucleus of the atom. 

Western's first investigation of 


{the atom-smashing field of nuclear 


physics is being: undertaken by. Dr. 
R.°C, Dearle, professor of research, 
and Dr. Eric Brannen, new ‘assist- 
ant professor of physics. 

Exploration of this wide field at 
Western has been limited to an 
elementary course for fourth-year 
students. ‘As: equipment for the 
project is extremely expensive, the 
physicists have started to build 
their own, .which will be similar 
to radar transmitters used during 
the war, 

| Expensive Work 
The big expense in studies of the 
nucleus of the atom. is in obtaining 
high-energy particles in the form 
of neutrons, protons or electrons. 
Usually, cyclotrones, huge cylindri- 
cal devices worth thousands of dol- 
lars, are used’ to transfer the nec- 
essary tremendous energy to pro- 
tons in breaking down the atom. 
By energizing electrons, of smaller 
mass, the cost and power of the 
transferring equipment is reduced. 
Neutrons cannot be energized be- 
cause of their neutral ‘electric 
charge. The apparatus will consist 
of a “corrugated wave guide” built 
by Dr. Dearle; and a “cavily re- 
sonator” constructed by Dr, Bran- 
nen,
